In 
orcer tc keep a check on the usefulness cf this exercise we would 
apprec.a'¢ havirg a report Prom your people, either daily or weekly, 
idestifyiag tre clippings received (date, newspaper, author and 
politica: slant where. obtainable) and listing the day of arrival in 
Fo.

Services and otaer customers to.lowing these developments, I would 
Suggest trat the translations aud analyses of the clippings be included 
with otber press information in a weekly FOD publication. You mentioned 
the pesstotlity of revising and expanding your publication World Press 
Briefs on Enternaticzal Communiar. This would certainly be an accept- 
able me-i 74 oP tandiiug the sew aaterfal as far as we are concerned, 
especially if the classificatio. of “Official Use Only” (unclassified 
wher cover sheet ie removed) t+ maintained.
